POLICE ARE ATTACKED 


Striking Dye Helpers at Pat- 
arson Storm the Establish- 
ments Still Running. 


CLUBS, ROCKS, BULLETS 
USED AGAINST POLICE 


Wlany Were Injufed on Each Side 
and It Was Thought Troops 
Would Have To Be Called

Rioting. 


N. J., April 23.—The striking 
Gye helpers today stormed the establish- 
ments that wer> still running and by 
force compelled a complete suspension of 


business in’ their trade. They engaged in | 


a seres of running fights with the police 
and plant managers avi in cne of the 
weverest clashes exchanged a volley of 
pistol shots with them. Many persons on 
either ride were severely injured during 
She rioting, but none dangerously so. 

It was believed for a time that it would 
be necessary to ask the stat» for tro ops 
to restore order and insure protection fo 
Wfe and property, but the police expressed 
confidence in their aWility to handle the 
situation and no request for outside aid 
‘was made Judge D:xon callec the grand 
‘Sury and charged them to Tnevtct the per- 
eons guilty of rioting. 

A written demand upon the employers 
Yor increased pay was formulated and 
committees opened negotiations for .ts 
consideration, large numbers of strikers 
were in sullen spirit and it was predicted 
benight that-any attempt on the part of 
the employers to resume business: without 
dealing with them would be desperately 
besisted.

Rioting Begins Early. 
; The disorder. began erly in the day and 
a unexpected. A meeting of 200 
trikers was held at & o'clock at River- 
eide hall, which adopted demands for 
‘presentation to the employers. While the 
eeting was in progress hundreds of 
trikers stood outside the hall angrily dis- 
weccasing their grievances. 
The radicals urgrd a raid upon the 
orks still in operation and when their 
Buggestion was approved, headed a rush 
Yor the plsnt of Johnson, Cowdin & Co. 
"The men at work were called cut and the 


trikers moved on to the establishment 
of James Simpson & Co. That firm, fear- 
ing trouble, dismissed the men ard closed 
“ts doors. Robert Gdedes’ works were 
visited next and after that the Bamford 
jr ill, where the first serjous disorder oc- 
curred, was surrounded. Windows were 
emashed, chemicals spilled ard consider- 
able damage done. The men at work in 
tlhe plant quickly quitted their places. 
| While one mob was closing the Bamford 
Pmill another was surging into the plant 
of the American Silk Dying and Finish- 
ing Company. Armed with dye sticks 
‘and stones they charged through the 
plant, driving the men from their places. 
George Arnold, one of the members of 
‘the firm, was dropped insensible with a 
tblow on the head from a dye stick. 
| Almost simultaneously an attack was 
egun on the works of Emil Geering and 
it was in the fight for possession of it 
that the shooting occurred. Two police- 
men were guarding the property and 
when the mob came rushing down on 
them they warned those in the van to 
keep away. Some one in the crowd dis- 
eharged a revolver and the police quick- 
ly returned the fire. Half a dozen shots 
‘were fired and one striker, who escaped 
finidentified, was shot in the leg. 

Stoned Two Policemen. 

The mob stoned the two policemen and 
Svhen one of the latter arrested one of 
4he leaders they closed in around him. The 
officers swung their clubs and beat their 
way out of the crowd. A striker engaged 
Mr. Geering, but was beaten off. One 
of the patrolmen.- finally secured a rifle 
end when he came out and faced the 
crowd with it there was a general scat- 
‘tering. From Geering’s the strikers hur- 
ried away toward the property of Knip- 
scher and Maas, but that raid was 
checked by a squad of police. Gerald 
|Misteli, a young striker, hurled a rock at 
the police and was placed under arrest. 
The crowd tried to rescue him and to the 
Number of several hundred followed the 
arresting officers to’the prison, howling 
at them. At noon the men at work for 
the Geering mill went out and the place 
aclosed down. 

The strikers met at Riverside again at 
A o'clock in the afternoon to receive the 
reports of the several shop committees. 
Nearly every one of the latter reported 
that their particular shop would agree 
to the wage concessions demanded if all 
the other ships would. The conservative 
leaders strongly advised the strikers to 

void violence and disavowed the at- 
oe made on the mills during the morn- 
sng.

(ACCIDENT TO DEUTSCHLAND. 


Bteamer Reaches Plymouth with Her 
Rudder Broken. 

Plymouth, England, April 2%.—The 
fWamburg - American line steamer 
Deutschland, which left New York April 
17 for Plymouth, Cherbourg and Ham- 
burg, has been sighted 18 miles south of 
the Scilly islands, with her rudder 
broken. 

Deutschland reached here at 7 o'clock 
this evening. Tugs put off from here to 
meet the vessel and assist her to the 
harbor. The liner declined assistance, 
however, and steamed in unaided, steer- 
ing with her twin screws and apparent- 
ly under as 800d control as though she 
had not lost her rudder. The _ speed 
maintained by the Deutschland after her 
accident is quite remarkable. She aver- 
aged 18 knots an hour and kept her 
course perfectly.

GENERAL GORDON IS AGAIN CHIEF; 
NEW ORLEANS WINS NEXT. REUNION 
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GEORGIANS TO THE FRONT 
IN REUNION PROCEEDINGS

ALLAS, Tex., April 23.—(Special.)— 
[) The memorial associations of Geor- 

gia won a victory in reunion hall 
this afternoon, when the resolution rec- 
ommending that the date of Memorial 
day be changed was defeated so far as 
Georgia is concerned. 


states, with the exception of Georgia, 
that June 3, the anniversary of the birth 
of Jefferson Davis, be made Memorial 
day instead of April 26. 

The resolutions recommending this 
change were introduced by the New Or- 
leans delegation and met with enthu- 
siastic approval from the mass of the 
delegates. 

General Clement A. Evans, command- 
ing the Georgia division, arose at once 
and entered the objection raised by the 
Ladies’ Memorial Association of Georgia. 
yeneral Evang stated that April 26 had 
first been adopted in Georgia as the date 
for Memorial day and that the various 
associations of the state were opposed 
to the change for that reason. Georgia, 
he declared, had the honor to first set 
aside June 3, the Davis anniversary, as 
a holiday, which is now observed with 
special exercises in every school in the 
state. 

Georgia Excepted. 

If every state in the south, he con- 
tinued, should observe June 3 as it de- 
serves to be kept, then there would he 
no need for a «change in the date of 
Memorial day. 

General Evans concluded with the mo- 
tion that Georgia be excepted from the 
resolution before the body, and the mo- 
tion was passed without a dissenting 
vote. 

The effect of this recommendation will 
be that in practically every southern 
state June 3 will hereafter be Memorial 
day, while in Georgia the ladies’ memo- 
rial associations will continue to decorate 
confederate graves on April 26. The rec- 
ommendation is made to the memorial 
associations of the south, in whose hands 
the arrangements for Memorial day en- 
tirely. lie,

In the parade Thursday morning Geor- 
gia will have the honor of leading the 
long line of veterans. The first military 
figure in the line will be that of General 
Wiley, of Macon, commanding the. bri- 
gade of eastern Georgia. Kollowing will 
come the western brigade, commanded 
by Colonel Shepperd, of “Columbus: the

General West, of Atlanta, and last of the 
Georgia delegation will come the south 
Georgia brigade, which has the smallest 
representation sent from any of the 
Georgia brigades.

Sented, and the unique badge worn by 
the North Carolinans, to which is at- 
tached a pine burr, is one of the prettiest 
seen in Dallas.

_ Tributes Paid to Sfampton. 

Long before the meeting opened the 
camp grounds began to fill up, and by 
11 o'clock the largest crowd of the re- 
union was present., The bureau of in- 
formation gave out a statement saying 
that lodgings for 140,000 people had been 
found, The estimated number of veter- 
ans present was 12,000. General Gordon 
called the convention to order at 10:45 
o’clock, and memorial services for the 
late General Wade Hampton began. 
Chaplam General Jones delivered the in- 
vocation, and General Lee followed with

John Allen Makes Them Laugh. 

‘Private’ John Allen, of Mississippi, 
who was to have been the orator of the 
day yesterday, was next introduced. He 
said he could not be an orator without a 
windmill, and that his windmill had 
blown down and he had to stay at home 
and fix it. Then, for an hour, the witty 
Mississippian kept his hearers in a high 
state of enjoyment with anecdote after 
anecdote. He was nearly exhausted 
‘when he concluded, but the cries of “Al- 
len, Allen,’’ were so strenuous that he 
was compelled to return and say a few 
more words. In concluding his speech 
Mr. Allen said:

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Spinners of the South Meet at 


Charlotte and Consider the 
Merger Proposition, 


SOME OF THE SPINNERS 
FEAR PROPOSED MERGER 


But a Great Majority Vote To Rec- 
ommend the Underwood Plan to 
the Stockholders—Outiine 
of the Scheme for 
Merger. 


Charlotte, N. C., April 23.—Over one 
hundred men from six states, represent- 
ing over 700,000 yarn spindles, met in 
Charlotte today to hear the detalls of the 
proposition of F. L. Underwood, of No. 
31 Nassau street, New York, who wishes 
to combine 60 per cent or more of the 
southern yarn mills in a $60,000,000 trust. 
Just before adjournment the miil men 
unanimously voted for a resolution de- 
claring the wisdom of the amalgamation 
of their intereste; and a great majority of 
spinners voted to recommend that the 
proposal] of Mr. Underwood be favorably 
considered by the stockholders of the 
southern yarn miils. Mr.. Underwood 
says he is delighted with the reception ac- 
corded him by the mill men, and he is 
confident that the big merger will ke 
effected. 

Underwood’s Scheme. 

At a meeting in the forenoon Mr. Un- 
derwood repeated his proposition, which 
is, in effect, that he wiil agree to pay to 
ail of the yarn mill owners a price to be 
agreed upon by a committee to be select- 
ed by the mill owners, with his approvai, 
but it is stipulated that such price shall 
not be in excess of 220 per cent of the 
fair cash cost of replacing the property; 
payment to be made In one-half preierreu 
and one-haif common stock. He inform- 
ed the spinners that he and his asso- 
ciates were prepared to effect the combi- 
nation, and were prepared to vue «3 
$5,500,000 as working capital within ten 
days if need be. Referring to the indept- 
edness of the mills, he stated that any 
mill could either pay its: debts and the 
purchaser would issue the entire value 
of the mil] in stock, or the purchaser 
would assume the indebtedness and issue 
the net value of the mill in stock. The 
mills in the combination wou'ld have the 
advantage of having their stock listed 
and their sales would be in the hands of 
only one selling agency, thus reducing 
needless competition. 

The preferred stock, Mr. Underwood 
said, would be 7 per cent cumulative 
stock, and is not in the nature of a lien 
or a mortgage. Contracts. which were 
submitted to the spinners state that the 
delivery of the mills must be made on g@ 
before January, 1908. The mill men wiil 
take these contractg, home, and announce 
thefr decision afte? a consultation witn 
the directors and stockholders of their 
various companies. 

Despite their vote, a number of ill 
men questioned the success of Mr. Un- 
derwood’s plan. They maintain that it 
is a new thing, and too big to be digest- 
ed or sanctioned within a twelvemonth. 
Yet all the spinners agree in saying that 
the yarn mills have been steadily losing 
money since December, 1901, and that if 
a consolidation of some kind is not ef- 
fected, then many souther& varn mills 
will be forced to close aown, or be 
ruined. 

‘The yarn mén may or may not accept 
Underwood's plan,” said Dr. J. H. Me- 
Aden, president of the Southern Cotton 
Spinners’ Association, “but a trust or 
merger is necessary for their economic 
salvation.”’

ATTACKED. IN DEBATE 


Alleged That Statements by His De- 
partment in Regard to the Ne- 
gotiations Are Not Correct. 
American Minister Is 
Also Attacked. 


cussbiiihen. April 23.—The landsthing, 
by 34 to 30 votes, today adopted the m2- 
jority report on the treaty providing for 
the sale of the Danish West Indies to 
the United States. The treaty now goes 
back to the folksthing. 

The session of the landsthing was one 
of the most sensational on record. The 
lie was passed twice and charges and 
countercharges were hurled back and 
forth, while the opponents of the sale of 
the islebids went so far as to impugn 
the accuracy of the United States de- 
partment of foreign affairs. The presi- 
dent of the house twice called a former 
minister of justice to order, and he also 

‘left the chair and spoke impassionately 
against the ratification of the treaty. 

M. Jensen, one of the opposition lead- 
ers, quoted a private conversation which 
he had with the foreign minister, Dr. 
Deuntzer, declaring that the latter ex- 
pressed himself as being personally op- 
posed to the sale. This was heatedly de- 
nied. It was at this stage of the proceed- 
ings that the lie was passed. 

Former Prime Minister Estrup, during 
* the course of the debate, denied the for- 
eign minister’s assertion that M. Estrup, 
who is the leader of the opposition, of- 
fered to sell the islands to the United 
States in 1892 when he (Estrup )was pre- 
mier, 

The foreign minister then quoted the 
foreign relations committee of the United 
States senate on the question, and M. 
Estrup excitedly reiterated his denial, 
declaring that the state department’s 
publication was wrong and that the 
American minister at Copenhagen at that 
time must have had a false impression. 
M. Estrup admitted there had been some 
talk of a sale, but said he had never 
made overtures to the United States. 

The foreign minister finally read a tel- 
egram from forty planters and merchants 
of the Danish West Indies, urging the 
immediate ratification of the treaty, set- 
ting forth that the condition of the 
islands was critical and asserting that 
the sentiment among the inhabitants was 
strongly in favor of tiie islands’ sale. 


BOCAS DEL TORO IS RETAKEN. 


Colombian Town Again in Possession 
of Government. 

Colon, Colombia, April 23.—The Ger- 
man steamer Hercynia, which left this 
port of Bocas del Toro several days ago, 
ing and announced that Bocas del Toro, 
which was captured by the insurgents 
with re-inforcements of government 
troops on board, returned here this morn- 
April 18, is again in possession of the gov- 
ernment. The timely arrival of the re- 
inforcements on the Hercynia and a 
threat of bombardment on the part of the 
government gunboat General Pinzon im- 
pelled the insurgents to capitulate to the 
the government forces. 


THE MOROS WORRY OUR MEN. 


Colonel Baldwin Reports They Are 
Continually Hrrassing Him. 
Manila, April 23.—A telegram from Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Frank D. Baldwin, who 
is operating against the Moros on the 
island of Mindanao, says he is being 
continually harassed by the enemy. He 

has captured Sultan Pualos’ fort. 
General James F. Wade, in command 
the American forces on Cebu island, 
telegraphs deprecating the return of Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Baldwin to Malabang. He 
thinks a prompt advance will soon settle 
the difficulty with little or no bloodshed. 
The Moros, he, points out, at present are 
not united, but they assuredly would be 
so if the Americans relinquished the 
ground they have now gained.

MEN SLASHED 10 PIECES 


Deadly Battle with Knives Fought 
in Mexican City. 


CORPSES COVERED GROUND. 


Three Are Killed Outright, Two Are 
Fatally and Eleven Others 
Seriously Wounded. 


Chihuahua, Mexico, April 2.—A fatal 
cutting affray took place among peons 
on what is known as the “Little Plaza,” 
Opposite the cathedral, in which four 
men were killed and about a dozen were 
more or less seriously injured. 

The men were gathered about a tequila 
resort and the difficulty arose over a 
trivial matter. The two disputing par- 
ties drew their knives and began to slash 
each .other, and instantly the different 
partisans took up the fight. Before the 
police could gnterfere three men lay dead 
on the ground, one fatally injured, who 
died later, and eleven were badly cut up, 
three of whom may die. 

The alarm was given and the chief 
of police soon arrived with reinforce- 
ments. Every man on the plaza, which 
is frequented only by the peons, was ar- 
rested, and there were twenty-seven 
prisoners besides the slightly injured par- 
ticipants.

BURNED HULK IS EXPLORED. 


Fifty Bodies Still Rest in Wreck of 
Steamer. 

Cairo, Llls., April 23.—Many arrived to- 
day in search of the bodies of friends 
lost by the burning of the City of Pitts- 
burg last Sunday. They joined the asso- 
ciation ofganized last night to rgise, 
money and employ experts in dredging 
the river. y 

Most of these’ visitors went with the 
insurance men, wreckers and divers to 
the wreck at Turner's landing, where the 
hull is still reported as burning. Only 
twenty-four bodies found out of the sev- 
enty lost have been identified. 

The names of E. L. Blackwell and 
daughter, Fannie, and W. D. Blackwell, 
of Boyle, Miss.; of Glenn Bowmann, of 
Portsmouth, Ohio, and of Miss Laura 
Powell, ‘(Bayou Mills, Tenn., ‘have been 
added to the list of those lost. 

When the tug Thesus arrived at the 
wreck it was found that the river had 
fallen about 20 indhes. The wreck was 
siill smoking. Divers immediately be- 
gan a search, and the first ‘haul resulted 
in bringing to sight the body of a negro 
Troustabout. Work was resumed by the 
divers, but nothing further developed and 
the party returned to Cairo tonight.

Selma, Ala., April 23.—(Special.)—The 
Alabama State Federation of Labor con- 
vened in the hall on Sylvan street this 
morning at 10 o'clock, all the officers be- 
ing present as well as a large number 
of delegates. 

After being ‘callaé to order by Prest- 
dent Kirkpatrick consjderable djscussion 
arose as to the inconvenience of the hall 
and a committee was. appointed to get 
another ‘place of meeting. A commit- 
tee on credentials was then appointed 
and the federation adjourned. 

At 2 o’cléck the Federation reassem- 
bled. After hearing the report of the 
committee on a hall] the body adjourned 
and took spectal cars that were furnished 
by the car company to Riverside pavil- 
ion on the banks of the Alabama river, 
in the western part of the city.

PRIEST IS*PUT 
TO THE TORTURE 


For Refusing to Tell Ameri- 
can Troops Where He 
Had Buried Money. 


FATHER AUGUSTINE DIES 
WHILE UNDER WATER CURE 


Evidence of Barbarous Treatment of 
the Filipinos Is Furnished to 
United States Senator 
Lodge by Two of His 
Constituents. 


Lynn, Mass., April 23.—Two Lynn mcn, 
William Labelle and Albert W. Bertrand, 
formerly privates in company D, Twenty- 
sixth regiment, U. 8S. V., have sent to 
Senator Lodge a statement of instances 
of the application of the ‘‘water cure,” 
in the Philippines, that came under their 
observation while the regiment was sta- 
tioned at Panay. / 

Labelle says that while at Anilao three 
natives were taken by company D men 
into a Catholic church and given the 
water cure. One of the natives refused 
to tell where insurgent guns were secret- 
ed, and after he had been given the water 
cure he was blindfolded and one of the 
soldiers fired his gun near the man’s 
head. The instant the gun was fired, 
another member of. the squad hit the na- 
tive with a stone, and he was told that he 
had been shot. The native then told the 
United States soldiers where they could 
find the guns. Labelle gives several other 
instances of “‘water cure.” 

Killing of Father Augustine. 

Bertrand has furnished Senator Lodge 
with particulars of the alleged disappear- 
ance and killing of Father Augustine, a 
Catholic priest at Bolo. He says it was 
reported that Father Augustine knew 
where insurgent gold was buried. Men 
from’ company D captured him in Decem- 
ber, 1900, and dressed him in a uniform 
of the United States artillery. He was 
then taken to Banato and kept in a well. 
He refused to tell where the gold was 
buried, and on the night of December 9 
he was taken to a house formerly occupled 
by the presidente of the village. On his 
arrival there, Bertrand savs, the water 
cure was given him by the “water cure’’ 
squad. 

The men proceeded to get nearly all the 
water out of him. but he did not revive. 
The men became frightened and a surgeon 
was sent for. His services proved unsuc- 
cessful and Bertrand says that the priest 
died. 

According to Labelle, when company D 
was out on a hike, while statfoned at 
Dungas, in July, 1900, the men were or- 
dered 'to burn everything, and see that no 
grown person escaped. 

This, Labelle says, the men proceeded 
to do. Labelle and Bertrand state that 
while at Dungas the soldiers came to a 


‘hut where a woman had given birth to a 


cilld. The husband was made a prisoner 
end the woman and child dragged from 
the hause and left on the ground. Tha 
rative shack was then burned. Labelle 
amd Bertrand do not know what became 
of the woman and child. 

Water Cure Not So Bad. 

Los Angeles, Cal., April 23.—Charles F. 
James, formerly lieutenant in the Thir- 
ty-sixth regiment, United States volun- 
teers, who i# now a resident of Los An- 
geles, said in an interview that the pres- 
ent agitation against the use of the 
“water cure’’ in the Philippines is due

“T have taken the ‘water cure’ and 
know what it is, since it was administer- 
ed by the Filipinos,” said Lieutenant 
James. 

“T have seen it administered to several 
hundred natives and know its effects. 
In the first place, let’ me state that I 
never knew of the ‘water cure’ killing 
a victim. When the statement is made 
that the subject is given water until it 
fils his lungs it is an untruth. Anyone 
with any sense knows that a man would 
strangle to death in a short space of 
time under such C@rcumstances, 

“My own experience took place in 
June, 1900. Captain Jack Roberts, a son 
of General Roberts, a private by name of 
Gollion and myself were scouting just 
north of Ria Enabato pass, out from San 
Miguel, when a force under General Tre- 
60n surrounded us. We were taken into 
the mountains and forced to march three 
days without any food. We made from 
18 to 22 miles a day. This starvation was’ 
carried out with the intention of amk- 
ing us divulge army news. It did not 
succeed, however. At the end of that 
time we were given uncookad rice to 
eat and in the evening we were intro- 
duced to the ‘water cure,’ by natives 
called ‘tubig,’ Regarding the effects of 
the ‘cure,’ I will state that the disten- 
sion of the stomach and the accompany- 
ing pain is all there fs to it. I strangled 
once, but one quick cough ended it. 
The ‘cure’ is not pleasant but I would 
rather take it than receive a beating. 
My companions suffered no after-effects 
that I could notice.”

AS A FUGLEMAN 
BEVERIDGE ACTS 


Senator Delivers ‘Keynote’ Speech 
to Indiana Republicans, 


He Denies Being Mouthpiece of 
Roosevelt, but Admits That Hid 
Speech Has Sanction of 
the Adminisiga- 

tion. 


Indianapolis, Ind., April 23.—Much ora- 
tory and enthusiagam marked the opening 
of the republican state convention in 
Tomlinson hall this afternoon. Senator 
Albert J. Beveridge delivered an eloquent 
address, in which he outlined the princi- 
ples upon which the republicans of Indl- 
ana will enter upon the next campaign, 
and, although the committee on resolu- 
tions has not yet reported, it is under- 
stood that the planks in the platform 
will not vary widely from the general 
statements made by Senator Beveridge 
this afternoon.: 

The senator declined to say that he was 
the mouthpiece of the administration of 
President Roosevelt, but would not deny 
what he had to say regarding the na- 
tiona] issues had been in large measure 
approved at Washington. 

Beveridge Speaks. 

Mr. Beveridge, after being made per- 
manent chairman of the convention, be- 
gan his address. He outlined the work 
of the republican party, and stated that 
opposition to the progress of the repub- 
licans meant deserved defeat. He then 
spoke at length on trusts, stating that 
they were the result of human thought 
and energy, and were simply indicative 
of progress of the race, and he whv would 
destroy these organizations must first 
abolish their cause. 

Mr. Beveridge spoke of the Sherman 
law and the interstate commerce laws as 
republican measures, and the only meas- 
ures aimed as a restraint of the great 
combinations for the protection of the 
people. If these are not sufficient, if they 
do not meet the situation, the republican 
party would bring them into harmony 
with existing conditions, He continued: 

“What is the next step which prac- 
tical thought suggests for preventing the 
evils of modern combination of capital 
and labor? 

“It is clear that we cannot destroy them, 
But we must prevent their frauds, chain 
their violence, and, as the president of 
the United’ States has said, ‘‘muzzle their 
greed,” just as we do with evil men. 
A method must be found to contro] their 
operations, to give the people. information 
of their purposes and condition. For this 
national supervision of national indus- 
tries the republican party is this very 
hour providing. 

Reciprocity and Expansion. | 

Referring té the increasing surplus of 
the country, he steted that reciprocity 
and expansion would.remove the dangers 
from that gource, and @epoke of the pro- 
posed Cuban tariff concession .as a step 
in the right direction. 

Regarding expansion, he said Porto 
Rico and the Philippines became ours 
through fate, and he regarded it as our 
duty to hoki them, saying that to give 
them up now would be a policy of de- 
crepitude, a proposition of disgrace. If 
the Filipinos, he said, should be found 
capable of eelf-government, the republi- 
can party would give it to them, but it 
was not willing to turn the Filipinos back 
to barbarism. The Philippines, he de- 
clared, would help us control the trade 
of the Orient, giving markets in and 
beyond itself. Every dollar of expense 
of the Philtppine civil administration, he 
stated, was paid out of the revenues of 
the archipelago and the burden did not 
rest upon the shoulders of the Americans, 
On the contrary, he said, this country 
had never been so prosperous. 

Regarding the progress made in sub- 
duing the islands and putting them on a 
basis he stated that it was 
without parallel, and he predicted- still 
greater advancement in the future. He 
described in detail the work that had 
been accomplished, and denied the 
charges of corruption in the administra- 
tion of the dependencies, saying that no 
more corruption existed there than in 


this country in the ordinary administra. | 


tion of affairs. He also denied the charges 
of cruelty on the part of the American 
troops toward the Filipinos, and de- 
nounced the condemnation of the men 
of the army as unpatriotic, 
The Pension Records. 

Referring to the republican pension rec- 
ord he sald the party was proud of it and 
said that the republicans had been re- 
eponsible for every important pension 
measure enacted by congress. He then 
paid a tribute to the memory of Presi- 
dent McKinley and referred to President 
Roosevelt as the most conspicuously 
American man in this country today. 

In conclusion he predicted great prog- 
ress for the republicans and stated the 
United States was destined to occupy the 
highest place among the nations of the 
world.

Colonel W. A. Handley, of Randolph, 
one of the staunchest democrats of the 
State, who was also a member of the 
constitutional convention, it is_ said, 
would not decline a nomination by the 
party for governor, but it is also said he 
would not go into a scramble for the of- 
fice. He thinks now is the time fer the 
people to callon whom they wish to serve 
them, and if théy call on him, he would 
serve, 

From the Same District. 

Colonel Heflin and Colonel Handley la- 
bor under the disadvantage of both being 
from the same congressional district. This 
is thought by some to be-a_ serious com- 
plication for them, and that one or the 
other would have to give the right of 
way, in the event that a state convention 
is called. If a primary is ordered, then 
the case would be different, and the man 
who got the,most votes would win. 

There now seems to be no doubt but 
that ex-Governor vohnston will be a can- 
didate for governor, and will make the 
race inside the democratic party lines. 
He has no idea of being called a bolter, 
but will make the race on a plattorm the 
principal plank of which will be the peo- 
ple versus the politicians, and his for- 
mer administration, which is conceded to 
have een the best since Houston’s day. 

There has been much gossip about the 
feeling in the black belt against the 
white primary plan. It is evident that 
this antagonism comes from the poli- 
ticlans, and not the people, as many 
prominent men .:n the black belt have 
been heard to declare. They no longer 
wanted the power politically of five to one 
over their white friends in the white 
counties. Since the changed condition of 
things by the new constitution they say 
there is no longer any necessity for 
frauds in the black belt, and that they 
are done _ with it.

The record of the revival of indus- 
tries and prosperity in Porto Rico 
eince the inauguration of free trade be- 
tween the island and the states is both 
marvellous and instructive. We are 
now buying from Porto Ricans three 
times more of their products than the 
average in the five years preceding 
the Spanish war and selling them five 
times more than the annual average of 
their purchases from us. during the 
Same period.

4,000 square miles of Porto Rico. From 
the height of El Yunke one looks down 
upon Eden. And now that American- 
ism is making it pulse and produce and 
prosper like an orchard of apples of 
gold. Porto Rico is becoming the envy 
of her neighbors. The people of the 
islands about, as Jamaica and the Less-

The Hoar Conscience, 

We think Senator Hoar is properly 
shocked and President Roosevelt justi- 
fiably jarred by the declaration of Gen- 
eral Fred Funston that the senator is 
suffering from “a superheated con- 
science!” ' 

It is easily understandable that the 
calathumpian conqueror from Kansas, | 
after being weticomed at the white 
house, slapped on the back with Cuban 
camaraderie, made to sit on the presi- 
dential sofa and complimented for his 
Lotus Club philippic, should have con- | 
sidered himself the elect damnator of 
all who don’t like the way our army is 
pacifying the Filipinos! But there are 
limits within which even imperialistic 
imprecations should, for the present, 
be discreetly confined. Funston seems 
to have crossed the foul line in his 
Denver deliverance. 

In our view Funston is consurable 
for not knowing the Hon. George Fris- 
bie Hoar better than to accuse him of 
possessing a superheated conscience. 
We of the south have had long and fre 
quent experiences with the Hoar con- 
science. That experience convinced us 
long ago that it is about the coldest, 
clammiest and incaloricable commod- 
ity ever produced this side of Spitz- 
bergen. 

When Granny Hoar unblocks his con- 
science and sicks it on a situation the 
effect is that of the impact of an ice- 
berg on a whaling boat, provided he 
hits the boat, which frequently he docs 
not. Still his intentions are cool, de- 
liberate and destructive. He has never 
before been accused of being “a hot 
baby” and we really think he is enti- 
tled to the protection from Funston 
and his epithets that a presidential 
muzzle on Fred will provide. 

The Pirates of the Dinner Pail. 

The common people of the nation 
are waiting breathlessly for the high 
priests of the Temple of Protection to 
come out on the porch and explain 
how the connection has been broken 
between the Dingley fountain of pros- 
perity and the once full dinner pail! 

The workingman who gaily romped 
in the processions behind the advance 
agent of prosperity and voted for the 
home market and higher wages is be- 
ginning to find that while he has a few 
dollars more of wages, perhaps he 
also has a home market that has a 
higher and continuously crescendo 
schedule of prices for the prime nec- 
essaries of life. As he goes by the 
market these days he finds it easier to 
carry home the steaks and roasts that 
he has educated his appetite to crave 
and the butter and lard and eggs do 
not worry him in their heaviness as 
they used to do. He wants to know 
why his wages have gotten so out of 
proportion to his daily provender? 

Protection has put a prohibitive tar- 
iff on the cattle from Canada, Mexico 
and South America and the great pack- 
ers, who poured their hundreds of thou- 
sands into the Mark Hanna campaign 
chest, now control the cattle markets 
of this country. They own the great 
packeries, nearly all the storage plants 
for meats and perishable food products 
and the refrigerator cars by which 
alone they can be transported to the 
consumers of the nation.

Does he not know that the 
protected trusts are increasing his 
wages only out of the multiplied profits 
which they are charging him on the 
very articles that his labor produces? 

If the common people do not see the 
true imwardness of this protection 
game in the recent rises in the prices 
of beef, butter and a score of other ar- 
ticles of daily need, then reason is a 
cheat and facts are such stuff as 
dreams are made of! 

The time has come for the demo- 
cratic leaders of the nation to set vig- 
orously in motion a campaign of ex- 
posure and enlightenment that will 
break the hypnotism from which the 
consumers of the country have been 
suffering. The day is opportune for

Uniform State Primaries. 

It will be easily recalled that The 
Constitution some years ago inaugu- 
rated a campaign of education in favor 
of uniform state primaries. It seemed 
in every way desirable that all the 
counties in the state should act upon 
the same day in recording the prefer- 
ences of the white people of the state 
for their officers. The idea was taken 
up readily by the people and a state 
democratic convention adopted the 
rule for the nomination of state offi- 
cers. In operation it has proven emi- 
nently satisfactory. 


Subsequently the nomination of can- | 


didates for United States senator was 
added and this also met with the ap- 
proval of candidates and the people. 

Now the movement for uniformity 
is toward uniting in the state primary 
the nominations for congressmen, 
judges, solicitors, members of the leg- 
islature and all county officials, so 
that the people may dispose of all 
these matters in the one general pri- 
mary, and not be called to leave their 
labors several times in the same year 
to attend the polls. 

The Cofstitution publishes else- 
where today an article from its Wash- 
ington correspondent showing that 
practically all the congressional dis- 
tricts will nominate candidates for con- 
gress in the state primary on the 5th 
of June. Most of the counties will also 
nominate their county officers at the 
same time. | 

The custom of concentrating all pri- 
mary action on the same day should 
become universal throughout the state. 
It possesses great economic advan- 
tages for the people and candidates 
alike. 

One great advantage will be th 
bringing out and recording officially 
on the same day the full white vote of 
the state, and ti.us put an end to the 
silly charges made by northern politi- 
cians that the southern people are 
ruled by small oligarchies of politi- 
cians, while the body of the people is 
disfranchised. We understand that 
nominations once made are permitted 
to go through the regular polling on 
very light votes. There being no op- 
position, generally, to the nominees, 
voters do not feel any urgency to go 
to the polls and cast their ballots. The 
general primary will always command 
an approximately full vote and thus 
furnish the figures wherewith to con- 
fute our critics. 

Certainly every rational considera- 
tion should lead the people to adopt 
the uniform and universal « primary 
scheme,

That 
night a heavy frost killed all of the cotton that 
was up—a large part of the crop—and killed 
all of the corn. Much of the wheat was killed, 
but on our farm we had a fair crop, it being 
protected by timber on two sides and Little 
river on one side.

Editor Fain, of the Wal- 
ton Tribune, Talks of 
Cotton Mills in Small 
Towns. 


By J. T. Fain. 


(Written for The Constitution.) 

Georgia industrial history for the past 
ten years contains no brighter page than 
that devoted to the records of cotton 
mils in her small] towns. 

The mills owned and operated in our 
‘towns and villages by our own citizens 
have been uniformly successful in a Tre 
.markable degree, and the pfofits from 
such mills as have been carefully and 
conservatively managed have been large. 
The causes of this success being more 
clearly understood than are the wihie- 
spread benefits derived from these enter- 
| prises, it will be the province of this 
article to deal largely with results in- 
stead of causes. 

The general distribution of naw material 
and its abundance, the price of labor and 
of fuel, place both the large and small 
cotton mills of the state on something 
like an equal basis as to cost of pro- 
duction. The farge mills enjoy some 
advantages not possessed by the small 
mills and vice versa; but the maximum 
advantages are enjoyed by small mills 
in small towns. A small mill may be 
erected almost anywhere in Georgia with 
the assurance that it will not be handi- 
capped by its unimposing size. 

As to the benefits accruing to a small 
town from its cotton mill, they are 
numerous. If the mill is erected by local 
capital, as it should be, it furnishes a 
safe and remunefative place of invest- 
ment for the surplus money of the com- 
munity. It also furnishes employment 
for a large number of the citizens. This 
is often true of a large section of coun- 
try surrounding the cotton mill town. 
Thus the congestion of labor in the agri- 
cultural districts is largely relieved. This 
refef creates a demand for farm labor 
with a consequent rise in prices, which 
in turn benefits the town, for the country 
is the basis of the small town’s pros- 
perity. 

Naturally and inevitably the population 
of the smal] town and its trade afe in- 
creased by the cotton mill. The mill 
makes the town a higher priced cotton 
market, because higher prices can be 
paid for cotton delivered at the mili than 
for cotton on which shipping charges 
must be reckoned. The effect of this is 
mutually beneficial to town and country, 
The mill makes the town a better mar- 
ket for all kinds of farm produce, es- 
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petlally for milk, butter, poultry, eggs 
and vegetables. It is noticeable that 
phenomenal development in diversified 
farming always follows the erection of 
new mills in a community. 

All the above statements are confirmed 
by the experiences of citizens of this 
county who have been engaged in the 
organization and management of cotton 
mills. Walton county now has five mills 
within its borders, two of which are sit- 
vated? in Monroe. Since the erection in 
189% of the Monroe cotton mills the in- 
dustrial and agricultural development of 
the country tributary to Monroe has 
been rapid and continuous. Winder and 
Social ‘Circle have caught the inspiration 
and erected cotton mills, and our own 
people have completed another new one 
within the past year. The building of 
these mills has wrought a wonderf@l rev- 
olution, not only in the volume of busi- 
ness done in Monroe, but in the appear- 
ance of the town itself. From a place of 
900 people we have developed-into a city 
of more than 2,600 population. There hag 
been a corresponding increase in al] lines 
of business. 

The surrounding territory has kept pacs 
with the growth and development of the 
town, and everywhere the hand of prog- 
ress is revealed in the improvement and 
progress of the country. In assigning 
the cause for this transformation in the 
appearance of our town, the people of 
Monroe ftnvariably eay: “The cotton 
mils have made Monroe.” 

So long as a bale of cotton ts shipped 
north or across the ocean to be manu. 
factured by foreign mills, just so long 
will the active need of industrial develop- 
ment exist in the south. Until that &n- 
dition is reached no small town should 
hesttate to put its surplus capital into 
a well equipped and well managed cotton 
mill. The great need of this section t- 


day is more mills.

Yesterday a stalwart man, with a 
searching eye, a heavy gray moustache 
and a strangely familiar look came into 
the den. It did not take a moment efter 
he spoke to recognize Colonel Al Fatr- 
prother, one of the most unique and 
versatile figures in the national field of 
journalism for the last several decades. 

He brought an advance copy of

The magazine will be almost wholly a 
Fairbrother production—original, spark- 
ling and personally emphatic and 
piquant. Colonel Fairbrother is a quick 
observer and a ginger-snap commentator, 
and any subject current in the world life 
that he tackles he is sure to make either 
hum or sparkle. He is more philosophic 
than Fra Elbertus, of The Philistine, and 
more daringly picuresque in expression 
than Colonel Pat Donan. He does not 
agree with the conventions by a long 
shot, and conservative people do not 
agree with him by a whole shot-tower on 
many occasions. But he is as honest as 
spring water and as sanitary on most 
subjects as sunlight.

A POSTOFFICE 


Safe Blowers Loot the East 
_ Point Office Near 
Atlanta, 


OVER $1,000 IS 
SECURED BY THIEVES 


Safe Was Wrecked by a Charge of 
' Dynamite—Explosion Was Heard 
by Railroad Telegraph Op- 

3 _ @rator—Fourth MRob- 
= bery of Office. 


With a blast of dynamite a gang of 
safe blowers wrecked the safe in the 
East Point postoffice early yesterday 
morning and succeeded in making a haul 
of between $1,000 and $1,100. 

Tools were stolen from a blacksmith 
shop near by and with these the door 
of the postoffice was forced open. With 
drills which they carried with them the 
burglars bored holes in the tron safe and 
charged it with the dynamite. One blast 
blew off the upper portion of the safe 
and it was then an easy matter for the 
rogues to secure the money and stamps 
and make their escape. 

The noise from the explosion was 
heard by one man, the night telegraph 
operator at the railroad office, and he 
thought the town marshal was shooting 
at a dog. 

This is the fourth time the East Point 
postoffice has been robbed, but before 
only small“amounts were obtained. 

Postmaster F. J. Allen placed in his 
safe Tuesday evening, when he closed 
for the night, $900 in stamps, $125 of cash 
belonging to the government, and about 
$25 belonging to the Masonic lodge of 
East Point. The safe was a small one, 
but was considered secure. 

Explosion Was Heard. 

At 2:40 o’clock yesterday morning Op- 
trator Livesey heard a muffied report. 
He sauntered to his door and after listen- 
ing a few moments and hearing no more 
noise he concluded the marshal was 
shooting at a stray cur and he went 
back to his seat. 

Yesterday morning at 6 o'clock the 
postmaster went to his office to open 
for the day. He saw that the door had 
been tampered with. When he forced it 
open he discovered his safe a wreck and 
his stamps and cash all gone. 

A brace and bit with which thé door 
had been opened were found, and later 
A. M. Cash, a blacksmith, whose shop 
ls about 150 yards from the postoffice, 
identified the tools as his. They had been 
stolen from his shop during the night. 

Investigation Is Made. 

The robbery was reported to the post- 
Office authorities tn the city and the de- 
tectives and county police were notified. 
Inspector R. E. Barry went to East 
Point. and made an investigation. The 
postmaster informed him that he had 
not been in the habit of leaving such 
a large amount of cash in his safe, but 
there was absolutely no person except 
himself who knew that so much money 
Was on hand. 

A lady residing near Past Point stated 
she saw a suspicious-looking negro pass- 
ing on the railroad, but she could not 
identify him if she saw him again. A 
white boy informed the officers that he 
was met bya white man a few days ago, 
who questioned him about the postoffice, 
asking its hours of closing and opening 
and the name of the postmaster. He 
furnished the officers with a good de- 
scription of the stranger. 

These are about all the clews the offi- 
cers have to work on. The three former 
robberies of the East Point postoffice 
have remained mysteries and the one of 
yesterday morning will be the same,

NLESS the prices on all meats are 
[_J immectateiy brought back to the 

scale which prevailed before the 
recent increase, a general boycott of all 
the meats handled by the beef trust is 
imminent in Atlanta. 

The fight which was begun against the 
trust by the women of this city has be- 
come general, and now even the butch- 
ers, who have been great losers by the 
falling off in purchases of meat, are 
ready and willing to cooperate with the 
general public in forcing the trust to re- 
duce the price of meat. 

One little grain of consolation in the 
meat situation is held out by the fact 
that the price of extract of beef has not 
as yet been advanced. The beef extract 
is sold in Httle jars which are retailed 
at 50 cents. Many large dealers, grocers 
and druggists, however, are able to sell 
the jars at several cents less than that 
amount. It was stated at a number of 
the large drug stores in Atlanta last night 
that as yet the beef extract was being 
sold without an increase in price, but 
the druggists stated that they are hourly 
expecting to receive notice of an advance. 

The war is being waged in Atlanta with 
more vim and spirit than in any other 
city of its size in the country, and is 
rapidly assuming all the ear marks of 
an out-and-out boycott. 

Already people in Atlanta are beginning 
to talk of how many days they have 
been without meat, and the general in- 
dignation against the beef trust is evi- 
dent everywhere. 

Women Active in Fight. 

None are more vigorous in the cam- 
paign against the beef trust than the 
women of this city. When the prices of 
meats were first raised, the women con- 
tented themselves with complaining to 
their butchers, but not until it became 
generally known through The Constitu- 
tion that the raise was one of the tricks 
of the now odious beef trust did the 
women begin an active fight against the 
increased prices. 

They have now started in with a will, 
however, and every butcher in Atlanta 


will testify to the fact that meat pur- | 
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Situation Yesterday. 


chases have fallen to such an alarming 
degree that unless 4 change for the bet- 
ter in the situation soon takes place, 
some of the small butchers will be forced 
out of business. 

A canvass of a majority of the butcher 
shops in this city. yesterday showed that 
the falling off in meat purchases has 
been universal. The proprietors of many 
of the shops have been compelled to dis- 
charge some of their employees on ac- 
count of the small amount of business 
being done. The butchers, however, de- 
spite the hard times they are having, are 
anxious to cooperate with the people in 
forcing the beef trust to terms, and if it 
were possible to purchase meats from 
some other source besides the trust, it is 
safe to say that the offices of the trust 
ir. Atlanta would have red flags hanging 
on their doors within a very few days. 
Unfortunately, it is impossible for the 
butchers to buy their.supplies from any 
other concern. The cattle in the south is 
entirely inadequate to the demand, and 
many of the southern butchers who have 
their own packing establishments are 
¢ompelled to buy a large amount of goods 
from the trust. 

None of the hotels. or restaurants in 
Atlanta have raised the price of meals, 
and it is not likely that the hotels will 


| do so, as they all have contracts with the 


beef trust, and the raise in prices does 
not affect them to any material degree. 

The keepers of small restaurants, how- 
ever, are among the most severe suffer- 
ers from the raise. The prices of meats 
are so extortionately high that nearly all 
of the profits of the little restaurants are 
being eaten up, and it is believed that 
some will be unable to continue business 
unless the price of beef and other meats 
is speedily reduced. 

No one of the restaurants can raise 
prices unless they all agree to do so, and 
a majority will not consent to do this, 
as a big falling off in trade would un- 
doubtedly result. 

Cause of Raise Unknown. 

The raise in the price of butter has 
also created havoc among the dealers 
who handle it, and efforts are being made 


to eliminate the trust butter from At- 
lanta entirely. It is now believed that the 
trust controls a large amount of the out- 
put of butter. 

It is impossible to learn accurately just 
why the trust has raised the prices of 
meats in such wholesalé fashion. First 
it was stated that the cattle supply was 
very scarce, but this was generally dis- 
credited. It is now believed that the 
railroads have ceased granting rebates on 
much of the trust’s shipments, and the in- 
creased prices have resulted. 

The fish dealers are doing a very heavy 
business in Atlanta, and the sales of all 
kinds of sea food are heavier than they 
have previously been in years. 

It was reported yesterday that thé trust 
had again put an additional increase of 
1-2 cent on beef and other meats, and that 
an additional 1-2 cent would be added 


today. If this is true, a boycott will un- 
doubtédly be declared, as many of the 
butchers in Atlanta are said to be @ill- 
ing to start a boycott now, and, if the 
trust forces another increase on them, it 
is more than likely that the batchers 
will rebel. ns 

In the event of a boycott, the residents 
of Atlanta would not be entirely without 
meat. Beef, pork, mutton and other 
meats could be procured for some timé 
in limited quantities, and poultry at all 
times in unlimited quantities. 

A Meatless Dinner. 

M. P. Anderson, of the Marion hotel, 
has prepared a menu for an elaborate 
dinner without any of the products of 
the beef trust. He stated that in the 
event of a boycott, a menu similar to 
this one would be served at the Marion.

When the meeting had again come to 
order Chairman J. Taylor Stratton, of 
the. resolutions committee, reported. 
Among the resolutions adopted was one 
withdrawing the support of all confeder- 
ate veterans from Grant university, Ten- 
nessee, on account of an alleged dis- 
paraging article concerning southern 
women which {t was stated had been 
made by a@ professor of that university. 

The resolution called ferth an eloquent 
tribute to southern womanhood. 

The report of the historical committee, 
headed by General Lee, was adopted. It 
recommends: 

1. The compilation of material that 
will help the historian and the student 
to understand the civil war, its causes 
and its results. 

2. The preparation of 
for collateral use and 
schools and Hbraries. 

3. The preparation of brief biographies 
and schoo] histories that will do justice 
to southern leadership, southern charac- 
ter, southern environment and southern 
development. 

The greater part of the report was de- 
voted to the consideration of these rec- 
ommendations. 

Confederate Memorial Day. 

A proposition to change the confederate 
Memorial day from May 2% to June 3, 
the birthday of Jefferson Davis, precipi- 
tated considerable debate. The present 
plan, which was fixed upon by southern 
women and which gives the states the 
right to set their own date, had many 
supporters. The resolutions were amend- 
ed to fix on June 3, but to allow any 
state desiring a different date to take in- 
dividual actton, and in this form were 
passed. 

The credentials committee reported that 
707 camps had paid their ner capita tax 
and were entitled to 2,252 votes. Seven 
hundred and forty-eight camps were re- 
ported in arrears. 

The report of the Davis monument 
committee showed slow progress. It was 
stated that there was $35,000 on hand and 
that $40,000 more was needed. Depart- 
ment commanders were urged to prose- 
cute the work of collecting funds. 

Work toward securing funds for the 
proposed southern women’s monument 
was also reported to be progressing slow- 
ly. .The report appealed to southern 
chivalry to see that this monument 
should become a fact. 

The report of the committee on Battle 
Abbey, of which General Clement Evans 
is chairman, consumed the rest of the 
afternoon. It was very voluminous and 
was supplemente® by a history of the 
movement even more lengthy. The re- 
port showed that of the $200,000 necessary 
for the reconstruction of the museum 
the treasury now holds $176,053. 

« To Meet in New Orleans. 

It was after 6 o’clock, and while the 
history of the museum work was still 
being read, that the delegates concluded 
to give an exhibition of fast work. The 
report was adopted without further hear- 
ing and, forthwith, Governor Heard, of 
Louisiana, was presented to speak for 
New Orleans as the place for the next 
reunion. He was followed by Mayor 
Capdeville, of New Orleans. The Louis- 
ville delegation having unofficially de- 
cided not to contest for the honor, having 
had it but two years ago, New Orleans in 
a few brief moments was chosen amid 
cheers.

STOCK EXCHANGE CREDITORS. 


Important Decision Made in Regard 
to Their Rights. 

New York, April 23.—Justice Fitzgerald, 
in the ‘supreme. court, has signed an 
order settling the rights of various cred- 
itors of a bankrupt brokerage firm. The 
ruling will be of interest to stock exX- 
changes throughout the country. 

The contest was between three cred- 
itors who were members of the stock ex- 
change and as such said that they were 
entitled to the pro-rata amount on their 
full claims in the distribution of the 
general assets of the firm in addition to 
what they received from the proceeds of 
the sale of the firm’s seat on the ex- 
change and those creditors who were not 
members of the exchange and declared 
that the amounts received by the stock 
exchange members from the sale of the 
seat should be deducted from their claim 
before they were proved to the assignee. 

Justice Fitzgerald decided that the stock 
exchange creditors were entitled to re- 
cover all they could on their full claims 
from the general assets of an assigned 
firm, and in addition were entitled under 
the rules of the exchange to share in the 
proceeds of the seat of an assigned miem- 
ber, provided that the total recovered 
by any creditor from the two funds did 
not exceed the total of his claim. He 
further ruled that, not only were mem- 
bers entitled to share in the proceeds of 
the sale of a seat if they were creditors 
of a member who had made an assign- 
ment, but that the firms of which one 
partner was a member were entitled to 
share in the: proceeds of the sale of the 
seat of a member who was indebted to the 
firm.

Atlanta Bank Claimed Paper Was 
Raised from $2 to $4,000. 


ALABAMA COURT’S DECISION. 


Holds That Indorser, Who Fought 
the Case for Ten Years, Cannot 
Be Held Liable for Face 
of the Check. 


The supreme court of Alabama yester- 
day handed down a decision which is of 
national interest. The fact that an At- 
iante bank figured in the case makes the 
Gecision of especial interest to bankers 
here. In some respects the caeg is re- 
merkable, as it hinged on the question 
as to whether a New York exchange, is- 
sued ten years ago by the old Gate City 
national bank, of this city, had been 
raised from $2 to two thousand times 
that amount. The Alabama supreme 
court holds, in effect, that the indorser 
was not liable for the difference. 

The following dispatch from Birming- 
ham tells the story in detail: 

“Birmingham, Ala., April 23.—After ten 
years’ litigation 


the defendant in the case of the Birming- 
ham nationa] bank v. John G. Bradley. 
The suit was brought on a New York 
exchange check indorsed by Mr. Bradley, 
it being alleged that the figures had been 
changed in transit from $2 to $4,000. Mr. 
Bradley won the case five times, but the 
supreme court reversed the former de- 
cisions of the lower court. The decision 
rendered today affirms the lower court 
and establishes a precedent in national 
banking circles, and the case has been 
closely watched by bankers and lawyers 
throughout the United States. 

“The New York exchange was issued 
on February 23, 1892, by the Gate City 
national bank, of Atlanta. The bank 
officials Claimed that this exchange was 
issued to B. Merryman for the sum of 
$2, but when it reached Birmingham it 
Was payable to John G. Bradley and 
called for $4,000. The exthange was 
brought to Birmingham by Max Gell- 
horn, at one time a well-known Birming- 
ham man, who was in debt to Mr. Brad- 
ley in the sum of about $1,500. He went 
to Mr. Bradley and told him that if he 
would go to the bank with him he would 
pay him the $1,500, as he had New York 
exchange for $4,000. Mr. Bradley went 
with Mr. Gellhorn to the Birmingham 
national bank, and when tke exchange 
Was presented the cashier requested Mr. 
Bradley to indorse it. 

“The Atlanta bank claimed that it was 
issued to Merryman for $2. «his brought 
on an investigation and finally demand 
was made upon Mr. Bradley for the 
face of the exchange. He had the ex- 
change examined by experts, and as 
there was absolutely nothing to indicate 
that it ‘had been altered in any way he 
refused to pay it, claiming that it had 
not been tampered with.

Should the writ 
be granted it will mean the release of 
Mrs. Duncan, unless the state should ap- 
peal to the supreme court, which it has 
the right to do in habeas corpus proceed- 
ings. 

Should the writ be denied, it means that 
Mrs. Duncan would have to face another 
jury on the charge of murder. The de- 
fense could also appeal] to the supreme 
court, as it alweys has the right to do. 
Even if an appeal should not be made, a 
plea of former jeopardy could be pre- 
sented, when Mrs. Duncan should be again 
arraigned for trial.

Nashville, Ind., April 23.—Additional de- 
tails of the whitecapping early yesterday 
morning by twenty masked men of Fin- 
ley Stretchberry, aged 40, 6 miles west of 
here, and only a few miles from the home 
of William Caldwell, who was almost 
murdered by the whitecappers night be- 
fore Jast, have reached here. 

The whitecappers broke into Stretchber- 
ry’s house. Stretchberry met them with 
a double-barreled gun and emptied one 
chargé into the shoulder of one of the 
gang. The owhitecappers then _ seized 
Stretchberry’s wife and forced her into 
the kitchen. Stretchberry was_ beaten 
over the head with revolvers and clubs 
until he fell to the ground. His hands 
were then tied and he was dragged to a 
woods near by and tied and whipped 
until blood flowed down his back and 
limbs to the ground. 

The whitecappers then untied their vic- 
tim, took him down the road and tied 
him to a fence post and beat him until 
he was almost dead. His wife, who was 
recently discharged from the insane hos- 
pital, became wild from excitement, ran 
to the road and then into a farmer's 
house. She was unable to make herself 
understood, but the farmer rose and fol- 
lowed her to the place where Stretch- 
berry lay. He was taken to his home 
and doctors were sent for. Both Stretch- 
berry and Caldwell are at the point of 
death and Mrs. Stretchberry’s condition 
is most pitiable. The two whitecappings 
Occurred within forty-eight hours.

Later in the day when shown a copy of 
the order issued by Acting Secretary of 
War Sanger, by direction of the president, 
General Funston said: 

“I think it possibly refers to my re- 
marks on the Philippines at the Sons of 
the American Revolution banquet last 
Saturday night. I said nothing there but 
what I had said before, and the manner 
in which I was introduced by General 
Hale at that function naturally called 
for remarks on the Philippines. If my 
remarks on that occasion are not satis- 
factory to my chief, I regret it. 

‘TIT am the last 
prejudicial to military discipline, but as 
I said at the above mentioned reception, 
when [J talk on the Philippine question I 
am Hable to lose my temper.

EATER A PROTEST 


Declare Report of the Com- 
mittee 1s Unfair, 


Say Joyner’s Figures on Fire Losses 
Are Inaccurate and Ask That 
Their Reply Go to Chamber 
of Cmmerce with 
Report.

At a meeting of the local members of 
the Southeastern Tariff Association yes- 
terday afternoon a reply to the report of 
the committee from the chamber of com- 
merce was drawn up. 

The insurance men claim that the com- 
mittee has acted unfairly with them, and 
that the findings of the committee “are 
in several instances in direct opposition to 
the facts as furnished to the committee 
by the insurance men, Several points are 
discussed in the answer of the insurance 
men, in which they claim the report of 
the committee is faulty. 

Attention is called to the fact that the 
committee in arriving at an opinion as 
to the profit derived by the insurance 
companies from Atlanta business use 
the figures furnished by the insurance 
men for the premiums which include 
business outside of Atlanta, and for the 
losses use the figures of Chief Joyner, 
which refer only to losses within the city 


limits. 

~The insurance men also claim that the 
charge made by the committee that the 
expense ratio of 35 per cent charged by 
the companies is excessive is not 
in accordance with the facts. They 
add that  non-fariff companies have 
been unable to get business cheap- 
er, and call upon the committee to 
name a stock company which has done 
business in Georgia at a cost of only 
221-2 per cent. The insurance men say 
that it is unfair to compare them with 
the Southern Mutual, owing to the na- 
ture of the business done by that com- 


pany. 
Reply of Insurance Men. 

In closing the managers ask President 
Orr to put their reply before the cham- 
ber of commerce at the same time the re- 
port of the committee is submitted and 
ask that each shall be given the same 


consideration. 

The reply is as follows: 

Atlanta, Ga., April 23, 1902.—J. K. Orr, 
President Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, 
Atlanta, Ga. Dear Sir: The committee 
appointed by you has made its report, 
and, im the langwagwe of a iocal paper, 
has declared that the advance in rates on 
certain classes of risks and the restora- 
tion of tariffs on dwellings is unwarrant- 
ed, and by them condemned. Without 
any intention of reopening this question, 
but simply to put on record our protest 
as to certain conclusions of the commit- 
tee, we desire to correct the following 
misleading sfatements: 

1. The report says: ‘The increase on 
mercantile property and residences, so 
far as your committee is advised, is con- 
fined entirely to the tariff association 
companies in this city. Certainly, there 
Mas been no material advance by those 
companies who operate here that do not 
belong to the association.’’ 

This is in direct opposition to the posi- 
tive statements made by us to a majority 
of the committee, and which we now re- 
peat. The increase is being demanded in 
this city by practically ali companies. It 
is inconceivable that these gentlemen 
should have thus ignored the real facts 
and the statements oft repeated to them 
during the one and only conference held 
with them by us in the office of the 
Southeastern Tariff Association last 
week, 

2. The report says: “The official records 
kept by W. R. Joyner, chief of the fire 
department, extending over a period of 
sixteen years, show that the premium re- 
ceipts of the companies during that entire 
period, with the exception of the year 
1901, have been much larger than the 
losses.”’ 

‘“Joyner’s Records Wrong.”’ 

We desire to say that Chief Joyner has 
never published and does not now claim 
to have figures relative to the 
prenium receipts of companies dving 
business in this city. He so stated in the 
presence of the. chamber of commerce 
committee and we challenge him to show 
any documents enanating frcm his office, 
official or ‘otherwise, which accurately

lesses of companies operating in Atlanta. 
As a matter of fact, his official reports 
contain no reference whatsoever to the 
premium receipts of companies, and we 
are prepared now (as was done before 
your committee) to show that his. records 
of losses on Atlanta property are incom- 
plete, inaccurate and contair only such 
data as he is able to secure from ad- 
justers and local agents. If the figures uf 
six companies, whose vouchers are cer- 
tainly more reliable than estimates from 
memory, show that during the past.few 
years the chief failed to have any record 
of over 100 small losses actually paid on 
Atlanta property (not outside) and that 
in the past two years over $60,400 of losses 
were altogether omitted or underestimat- 
ed, ther it is reasonable to suppose that 
if the figures «f fifty other companies «lo- 
ing business in this city were secured 


there would ve proportionately a greater 


amount of error disclosed. We have a 
record of the omitted and underestimated 
icsses above referred to on file and the 
figures can be verified at any time. In 
this connectken it is interesting to note 
that the committee in reaching the con- 
clusion that a profit has becn made »y 
companies over a period of sixteen years 
unfairly use the figures furnished by the 
insurance’ companies, which include 
1remiums on not orly Atlanta city prop- 
erty, but on al) written outside by hocal 
agents, and deduct therefrom the mis- 
leading and inaccurate statement of losses 
as furnished by the fire Gepartment, 
which tne chief has repectedly claimed in- 
clude only losses cccurring within the 
city limits.

ON MORO WAR 


President Roosevelt Desires 
-an Amicable Settlement of 
Trouble if Possible. 


CHAFFEE NOTTOFIGHT. 
EXCEPT AS LAST RESORT 


Believed That Taft’s Presence in 
Washington Is Responsible for 
President’s Action — Text 
of the Orders Sent to 
Chaffee.

Washington, April 2.—The war depart- 
ment today made public the telegraphic 
cable correspondence which has taken 
place up to date respecting the Moro out- 
break in Mindanao. The important fea- 
ture of the correspondence is the closing 
chapter, showing that General Davis’ ex- 
pedition is not arbitrarily stopped, but 
that General Chaffee is allowed to exer- 
cise his discretion. It is believed that the 
presence of Governor Taft in Washing- 
ton is the explanation of the president’s 
direction that General Chaffee shall con- 
fer with the acting head of the Philip- 
pine commission before adopting hostile 


tactics. * 

The correspondence begins with the ca-. 
blegram given out last ,week dated Ma- 
nila, April 15, in which General Chaffee 
recites the killing of the first American 
soldier near Malabang and the forming 
of an expedition under Baldwin to ar- 


rest the murderers. 
In answer to this the following dispatch 


Was sent: 

“Washington, April 20, 1902.—Chaffee, 
Manila: Expedition ordered under Bald- 
win will not leave coast until you hear 
from here. This will not, however, inter- 


fere with complete preparations. 
“CORBIN.” 


On April 22 the following cablegrams 
were sent General Chaffee: 

“Ohaffee, Manila: The president is 
anxious that no expedition be made 
against Moros until all efforts by nego- 
tiation have been exhausted. To this end 
he desires that you confer freely with 
the acting civil governor. In the event 
the force has to be sent he directs that 
it go under the immediate command of 
General Davis. The president will give 
you 1] support, but desires exercise of 
great care and prudence. If possible 
avoid by all honorable means general 
war. CORBIN.” 

“Chaffee, Manila: With reference to 
previous cables on subject, it has Deen 
suggested to the president that possibly 
surrender of the Moro murderers might 
be effected by instrumentality of friendly 
dattos. President desires this considered 
in conference with W@ight and to have 
essurance every honorable peaceful rem- 
edy has heen exhausted. CORBIN.”’ 

Genera] Chaffee responded to the last 
cablegram by the dispatch given out at 
the white house last night and published 
this morning stating that to withdraw 
all the American forces would ruin our 
prestige. To withdraw part of the forces 
would be dangerous. 

To this statement the following response 
was made today: 

“Washington, April 23, 1902.—Chaffee, 
Manila: Your cable of yesterday has 
been submitted by the acting secretary 
of war to the president, who directs that 
you keep in mind the president’s orders 
but of course do nothing that will im- 
pair our prestige or in any other way 
imperil the army. If after the expiration 
of the time named in your proclamation, 
and after all possible diplomatic and 
friemily methods have been exhausted, 
your demand for the Moro murderers has 
mot been met you will act on the Mnes 
that in your judgment will best serve 
to bring about peace and order in the 
island of Mindanao.

Washington, April 23.—(Special.)—Bhe 
house committee on naval] affairs today 
added a provision to the appropriation 
bill requiring that one of the battle ships 
or armored cruisers authorized by the 
bill shall be built in the government navy 
yard. . 

The adoption of this provision was very 
largely due to the generalship of Repre- 
sentative Carter Tate, who is-a member 
of the committee, and who has had 
charge of the movement for the govern- 
ment construction of at least one ship. 
Three republicans—Messrs. Bull, Taylor 
and Roberts—voted with the democrats. 
The labor organizations of the country 
have actively supported the proposition 
for government construction. 

Mr. Tate’s activity was prompted prin- 
cipally by the desire that congress might 
have reliable data as ta the real cost of 
the construction of big warships, which, 
under private contract, have been costing 
the government in the neighborhood of 
$5,000,000 each. The Georgian’s knowledge 
of naval matters, acquired through long 
service on the committee, has led him to 
believe there is enormous profit to ship- 
builders at the prices which have neces- 
sarily been paid, but there has been 
nothing avaliable to prove this. When 
Secretary Long was before the committee 
the other day Mr. Tate examined him at 
length on this subject, and the secretary 
admitted that the most practical way to 
secure the desired information relative 
to cost would be for the government to 
build one of its new ships in its own 
navy yard. / 

The republican leaders on the. commit- 
tee sought to leave the question of the 
building of ships entirely to the discretion 


‘of the navy department, but so persistent 


were Mr. Tate and his democratic col- 
leagues that they won over three repub- 
licans and have gained a substantial vic- 
tory over the influences of the shipbuild- 
ers.

It would secure the 
political utilization of valuable materia, 
otherwise lost, and it would provide an 
occupation and an income, small hut sure, 
to eminent citizens who find themselves 
out of a job at the maturity of their 
powers and during the years when the; 
are at their best as counsellors. The iuea 
is not new. The problem of providiu 
anv of ex-presidents is a goo: 
de on the public mind, and this ex- 
pedient which Mr. Adams suggests is 
often considered. The merits of it a-‘e 
obvious. It accords with thrift that the 
nation should have the benefit of the ex: 
perience and knowledge laboriously ac- 
quired by its presidents. The objections 
to the plan are better worth consider'ng 
than its merits, use they are mors 
apt to be overlooked.

TORTURE OF THE FILIPINOS 
IS DENOUNCED BY RAWLINS 


Utah Senato¥ Says That War Waged 
Against the Natives Has Been 
Uncivilized and Without <= 
Excuse—“Water Cure” 
Discussed. 


Washington, April 23.—During today’s 
session of the senate Mr. Rawlins, of 
Utah, continued his speech in opposition 
to. the bill providing for a form of govern- 
ment for the Philippine islands. He de- 
voted the greater part of his speech to a 
discussion of the testimony presented to 
the Philippines committee relating to the 
administration of the ‘“‘water cure” to 
natives and to other forms of torture in- 
flicted upon the Filipinos. He had not 
concluded his remarks when the senate 
adjourned. 

During the early part of the session the 
bill providing for a union railroad station 
in Washington was under consideration, 
but no action was taken. 

Mr. Hoar, of Massachusetts, participated 
in the debate on this bill and soon found 
himself in a wordy discussion with Mr. 
Tillman, who charged that the Massachu- 
setts sendtor had been discourteous to 
him, at which he was surprised because 
the senator was always a stickler for 
good order, senatorial dignity and de- 
corum, and should set a high example 
that senators might imitate. ‘“‘But the 
senator from Massachusetts,’’ said Mr. 
Tillman, ‘‘habitually breaks certain rules 
of the semate and the sho@ld make allow- 
ance for those of us who have their 
‘foibles and shortcomings.’ ” 

Mr. Tillman opposed the bill. 

Mr. Rawlins presented many cases of 
torture of Filipinos, of the burning of 
towns and of the inaarceration of 
Filipinos. AT) this, he said, was done to 
carry to the Filipinos the benign admin- 
istration of the American government. 
The war, he said, was to be waged re- 
lentlessly and vigorously and the articles 
of war were to be cast to the winds. The 
war to be waged was not to be a war of 
humanity, but a war without mercy. It 
was uncivilized warfare and without ex- 
cuse. 

Mr. Rawlins said that Waller’s men 
performed the most thankless and un- 
honored task ever. soldiers were called 
upon to perform. He declared that the 
troops were ordered to make the island a 
“howling wilderness’’ and kill everybody 
over the age of 10 years. 

Messrs. McMillan, of Michigan; Elkins, 
of West Virginia, and Berry, of Arkan- 
sas, were appointed conferees on the river 
and harbor bill.

If these gentlemen are satis- 
fied with the position in which they have 
placed themselves by condemning unheard 
a business of this magnitude, always 
conducted upon a high and honorable 
plane, then we who know the facts must 
be content to leave the weight and value 
of their verdict to the sense and fairness 
of the “generous and broad-minded peo- 
pie’ of Atlanta.

If the Atlanta newspapers and the 
chamber of commerce desire to make it 
impossible for the tariff association to 
operate in this city and drive out the 
department offices and general agencies 
mow located here, we admit that by the 
policy now being pursued it is quite pos- 
sible for them to do so.

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PRIMARIES ON JUNE 5 
PLEASING TO CONGRESSMEN

Washington, April 23.—(Special.)-—-The 
action of the executive committee of the 
different congressional districts in fixing 
upon June 6 as the day for the primaries 
at which nomisefations for congressmen, as 
well as those for governor and state house 
officers, shall be made, meets with the 
heaggy approval of the members of the 
Georgia delegation in the lower house of 
congress. nat 

While some of the committees have not 
yet met, advices from the different dis- 
tricts iné@icate that’ the sentiment in 
favor of orie pfimary at which all nom- 
{nations sha]l be made is general through- 
out the staré. 

For local reasons in a number of coun- 
ties it is deemed advisable to have sepa- 
rate primaries for county officers, but 
there seems to be no reason why the de- 
terminaton of the congressional contests 
should not be on the same day as the 
primary for state officers; and the pres- 
ent indications are that the sentiment 
for one primary, which has been growing 
so steadily in Georgia, will be crystallized 
this year into acflon by practically every 
county in the state on Jung 5. 

Some Committees Have Met. 

In several of the districts the congres- 
sional committees have already met and 
have decided that the congressional pri- 
martes shall be coincident with the state 
primary. There is every indication that 
the same decision will be reached by the 
committees in other districts at their 
meetings to be held in the very near fu- 
ture. : 

The first district committee has not 
yet met, and Colonel Lester has received 
no advices concerning the probable date 
of its meeting. He takes it for granted 
that Colonel Estill, who ts chairman of 
the congressional committee, will call a 
meeting of that body at an early date, 
and that June 6 will be selected as the 
date. 

Hon, H, M..McIntosh is chairman of the 
congressional committee in the second 
district. The vote for congressman has 
been ordered on same ballots in general 
primary of June 5, the executive commit- 
tee having acted on April 9. 

The committees of the third, fourth, 
fifth, seventh and eleventh districts. have 
met and decided upon the 6th of June as 
the date for the congressional primaries, 
In the fourth district one or two coun- 
ties had, in view of the fact that Judge 
Adamson has no opposttion, instructed 
by mass meetings for hifm, and the com- 
mittee, when it met, ratified that action 
so as to make it legal. 

The sixth district committee fs called 
to meet on the 30th. 

The eighth district committee will meet

at Athens on Monday, the 28th. 

The committee of the ninth district has 
been called to meet on May 5. 

The tenth district is the only one in which 
there is a contest. The executive com- 
mittee of that district will meet Mat- 
urday and the date selected is very likely 
to be June 5. 

A Popular Demand. 

There is no question that the commit- 
tees which have not already acted will, 
following the example set by the state 
committee, call the congressional pri- 
mary in each district for the 5th of June. 
This unanimity of action is due not to 
the fact that nine of the eleven congress- 
men have no opposition, but it is a rec- 
ognition of the demand on the part of 
the democrats of thé state that all of 
these contests be settled as far as possi- 
ble on one day. 

The growth of the primary sentiment 


| in the past ten years has been so pro- 


nounced that a candidate for office who 
would suggest any other method of set- 
tling party contests would. be able to 
rally scarcely a corporal’s guard in be- 
half of his contentions. It has not been 
many years since it was a mooted ques- 
tion among democrats as to which was 
the better method—the mass meeting, 
which had up to that time prevailed pret- 
ty generally, or the primary, which was, 
in some parts of the state, a novelty. So 
general has been the satisfaction given 
by the primary system, however, that 
the sentiment in its favor is now over- 
whelming. It is come to be recognized 
as the fairest possible method of secur- 
ing an expression from the people of their 
choice for the offices, and the exercise 
of the right to make party nominations 
in primaries is very jealously guarded. 

The state committee has _ recagnized 
this in its provisions for the primary 
nomination of state officers. 

Senators Favor Primaries. 

As far back as Senator Bacon’s first 
campaign for the senate he went on rec- 
ord in favor of the settlement of the 
claimg of the different aspirants by the 
direct vote of the democratic masses, 
and he enjoys the distinction of being the 
first member of the senate to secure that 
sort of popular credentials from his con- 
stituents. Senator Clay has long been 
@n earnest advocate of the primary sys- 
tem. It was during his chairmanship of 
the state committee that the primary 
idea was recognized as.a part of demo- 
cratic faith by the party’s state organ- 
ization. Senator Clay has recently shown 
his faith, not only in the primary sys- 
tem, but in the wisdom. of having all 
primary action, so far as possible, upon 
ohe day, by requesting the state commit- 
tee to provide for a senatorial primary

After looking into the 
condition of the company they deemed 
it best for all parties concerned to wind 
its affairs up at once. Charles D. Has- 
kell, of the Columbia bar. was selected 
as the attorney to institute proceedings 
in bankruptcy fn the United States courts. 

The unexpected suspension of large con- 
tracts on which {t was engaged,. togeth- 
er with the ordinary winter stagnation 
peculiar to the building and quarry 
trades, and its inability to realize prompt- 
ly on outstanding accounts, are the r 
sons given for tte failuye. The chardc- 
ter of the business conducted necessitated 
the employment of a large number of men 
here and in Savannah, where it had a 
branch connection, and elsewhere over 
the Atlantic states where it did general 
contracting, quarrying and dredging bus- 
iness, employing at times as many as a 
thousand men. 

The gross assets of the company are 
approximately $166,000. and the Mabilities 
about $79,000. The Stewart Stone Com- 
pany is in no way involved in the trou- 
bles that have overtaken the Stewart 
Contracting Company.

Lincoln As a Watchman. 


Washington Evening Times: James Et- 
ter, one of the watchmen of the Cox 
buiiding, which is used in connection with 
the treasury department, is perhaps the 
dean of the government service. He will 
be 83 years of age in a short time, and has 
served on the watch forces of the treas- 
ury and war departments for two score 
years. After his service in the civil war 
he was appointed to a posiwon in the 
Winder building, which was then a 
branch of the war department, and re- 
mained there from 1868 until 1900, when 
he was removeu by Auditor Morris just 
betore the latter’s tragic death. 

4t 18 said by those who uave known 
Mr. ktter that he ‘is the best natured 
old genlieman that was ever allowed tv 
live, and severai stories are toid of him 
which are fair proots of tnis opinion. it 
is said that, wnen Mr. Morris toid the 
oid man that he was to be removed to thc 
Cox bul*ding because he was too old to 
serve in a busier olice, Mr. ktter replied: 
“Why, sir, 1’m not old—i’m as goou as | 
ever was. l’m only 2&v.”’ 

Another inciagent in the government life 
of this veteran watchman was an affair 
which happened in 1863, and which in- 
cluded itn its performers President Lin- 
coln. “It was a Sunday,’ said Mr. Etter 
in relating it. ‘‘l was sitting there at my 
door in the usual place, and a gentieman 
drove up and asked for the surgeon gen- 
eral, General Barnes; and who should ‘t 
be but the president himselri. Weill, the 
general was not in then, anu Mr. LdAncoln 
drove away, but in a short v.ume he wags 
back again asking for the general. [ 
told him that the general was not in yet; 
that he was over at the war denartment, 
and that Mr. Lincoln said to me: 

“Will you do me a favor, sir, as I 
would do one for you? You go over to 
the war department and tell the general 
that I wish to see him anu I will keep 
watch here until you come back.’ 

‘‘He. took my place in the chair, and [I 
| hurried over to tell the general. When {| 
came back there was the president play- 
| ing watchman in my place. ‘I turn vour 
place over to you, sir,’ says he, ‘and as 
safe as you left it;’ and then he went our 
to meet the, general.”’

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RAILWAY NOTES. 


Quite an Old Ticket 

A few days ago the passenger depart- 
ment of the Atlanta and West Point 
received from a man in Philadelphia for 
redemption a ticket which was sold in 
Atlanta on Christmas day of 1871. 

The ticket was sold by J. H. Porter, 
who was agent at that time, and read 
from Atlanta to Vicksburg. It was used 
as far as Selma, the part sent in for re- 
demption being the coupons for trans- 
portation between Selma and Vicksburg. 

The ticket stateg that the holder is en- 
titled to one seat from Atlanta to Vicks- 
burg and reads from Atlanta to West 
Point over the Atlanta and West Point, 
from West Point to Selma over the 
Western, from Selma to York over the 
Selma and Meridian, from York to Me- 
ridian over the Alabama and Chatta- 
nooga, and from Meridian to Vicksburg 
over the Vicksburg and Meridian. It is 
an interesting fact that of these roads 
the Atlanta and West Point is the only 
one still bearing the name it had then. 
The Western is now the Western of Ala- 
bama, the Selma and Meridian is part 
of the Southern, the Alabama and Chat- 
taneega is now the Alabama Great 
Southern, which igs a Southern railway 
property, and the Vicksburg and Me- 
ridian is now the Alabama and Vicks- 
burg. 

Chief Clerk Joe Higgins, who handles 
such matters for the passenger depart- 
ment of the West Point Route, is at a 
loss as to what to do about the ticket. 
In his long experience he has had many 
strange requests from patrons of the 
road to handle, and he has always been 
able to ct least bring about a compro- 
mise which was satisfactory to all par- 
ties; but as yet he has been able to think 
of no course of procedure which will sat- 
isfy the holder of this thirty-year-old 
ticket. 

In gelling the ticket the Atlanta and 
West Point acted ag the agent of the 
roads beyond its own rails. Not one of 
the roads named in the coupons re- 
turned is now in existence, so that there 
is no one for the West Point to fall back 
on. For the same reason it will be !m- 
possible for the holder of the ticket to 
collect from the roads over which the 
ticket reads. Railroad men who have 
examined the ticket think that its holder 
kas waited too long to have it punched 
and that in consequence it will be valua- 
ble to him only as a souvenir.
